and forty-four thousand nine hun- 
dred and twenty-two dollars and 
eighty-five cents, the said sum being 
the amount of the net proceeds of 
certain lots of cotton, as found by 
the Court of Claims, which the said 
Noblo had stored in the city of 
Savannah, Georgia, and which he 
had agreed to deliver to the United 
States nnder n contract made with 
H. A. Risley, Treasury agent, dated 
January sixth, eighteen hundred and 
sixty-five, with the approval and as- 
sent of Abraham Lincoln, President 
of the United States.

Wilson. It is stated that at that 
meeting it was resolved to run Bris- 
tow for President in the Cincinnati 
Convention. In case his nomination 
cannot be secured, they are, it seems, 
determined to make a fight for their 
candidate. At any rate, as a conse- 
quence of the meeting, the call above 
alluded to is supposed to have been 
issued. 
It has been 
distributed 


throughout the West and South. 
One thousand country editors have 
been invited, and none of those known 
to be sound Republicans have been 
noticed at all. The meeting will be 
held in New York. Part of the pro 
gramme ia the nomination of Wash- 
burne to the Governorship of Illi- 
nois, with tlfe view of getting him 
into the Senate.

itewart's first stroke of enterprise 
was the commission of an act which 
fixed his determination to be a dry 
goods merchant. 
During the year 


in which he embarked in business 
one of the freaks of fashion created 
was a sudden demand for cotton 
trimmings for dresses. There were 
very few to be had, and Mr. Stewart, 
with his keen foresight, knew that 
the market would soon be exhausted, 
and at once set out for Belfast, where 
he invested all his available funds in 
cotton trimmings. As tbis commod- 
ity was a drug in the Belfast market 
he was enabled to purchase all he 
wanted at a price far below the price 
of unmanufactured cotton, or two 
pence sterling per pound. He dis- 
patched them to this city and readily 
disposed of the entire lot at two 
shillings per pound. Mr. Stewart 
used to tell this story as an illustra' 
tion of how he came to be a dry 
goods merchant, and invariably con- 
cluded by saying, "After that specu- 
lation I concluded that money could 
be ma;1e in the dry goods business."
